Itis uncertain whether the Convention will meet on the 
18th, as the time appears to be too fhort to make the ne- 
ceflary preparations inthe provinces which have fo long re- 
fuled their content. 

Great diflurbances have taken place at Leuwa:den, in 
conlequence of the Reprefentatives of Friefland having ar- 
teed fome members of the ‘Municipality of Leuwarden ; 
he people rofe, fet them at liberty, and compelled the 
Reprefentatives to :efiore them to their offices. , 

Irary, Jan. 25. ” 

A civil war feems on the point of breaking out 1m Sardi- 
nia. Great difturbances have broken out at Sallari, which 
town has declared it will be no longer dependent on the 
government of Cagliari.’ They refute to pay taxes: and a 
ftrong body of malcontents have plundered teveral places 
inthe vicinity of Safari. The infurgeats do not with to 
ebolifi the legal power, but meyely to effe@ a change in 
the adminiftration. : 





Vienna Jan. go. 
This day a couriey arrived here with the ratification of 
the treaty of triple alliarice and brought at the fame time 
dilpatches to thes RuMiam’ envoy, the contents of which 
fuppoted to have beer imporiant, aé he iuninediately had 
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an audience of the Emperor, after which a courier was 
immediately difpatehed’ to London. The hope of peace 
feems now to be vanifhed, and it is generally beheved that 
the war in confequence of the triple alliance, will be re- 
newed with redoubled vigour. 

Troops are continually marching from Bohemaand Au- 
ftria, for Italy, and'more are under orders, 

Mentz, Dec. 2g. 

It is afferted that a negotiation for Peace, between the 
Emperor and France, isalready ina fate of fordwardnels. 

The firft of the Hamburg Mails arrived yeflerday: the 
fecond, this morning. They bring an account of the Em- 
peror having ratified the Armittice. The ratification, ac- 
cording to letters from Frankfort, arrived at the head-quar- 
ters at Kreutznah, on the 1ft init. 

The Vicana letters exprels hopes of a fpeedy Peace ; but 
they aficm that the Emperor will infift on the tttus quo ; 
that he will never confent to the ceflion of the Netherlands; 
and that Sardinia will not abandon Savoy and Nice to the 
French Rebublic, If the Eimpeior and Sardinia perfift in 
thefe terms, the profpe& of Peace is, unfortunaicly for fuf- 
fering humanity, at a diltance remote indeed, 

FRANKFORT, January 4. 

All that we have hitherto faid relative to a fufpenfion of 
arms, in tyath, is fully confirmed, The arucles which 
had been propofed and difinitively agreed to, only waited 
for the fupreme fanétion. A couriér who arrived. on the 
giit December from Vienna, at the head quarters at 
Kreutboach, brought this fanction. The Armuitice relates, 
Ou one part, to thé armies uuder their excellencies the 
Marthals Counts Clairfayt and Wurmfer; and, on the o- 
ther, the armies commanded by the Generals in chief, 
Pichegrm and Jourdain, Alchough hoiltilities had entirely 
ceafed before the 1{t iaft. the armiftice did not begin antil 
this epoci ; its duration is unlimited, as we have already 
faid, and eitheir par'y mult give the other ten days notice, 
previous to recommencinz hotties, 

The arrangement for tae ceffation of arms is to take place 
from the aft of Jatuary. It originated in an accidental 
couverfation between Gen. Kray and fome French officers 
of the advanced pofts, who lament the ufelefs waite of 
lives, occafiened by the coninual fkirmifhes between the 
out pdfts, and expreifed a wilh. that they might be put an 
end to. The General exprefied “a fimilar with; anda 
formal propofal froin the French Genejals for acefLation of 
arms foun lollowed. 

VIENNA, December gi. 

Since the arrival of a courier from London, who brought 
the news of the King ot Great Britain’s mellage to the par 
liament, in which he declares the prefent French govern- 
ment capable of being negociated with, our hopes of peace 
have greatly increafed. At the fame time it muft be con- 
feifed, the difficulties which oppofe the conclufion of peace 
are very great, = 

Our hopes of peace are fomewhat increafed. It is, 
however, confidently affirmed that a peace will be acce- 
ded to ou no other conditions than the reftoration of sTa- 
Tus Quo, Auftria will never conlent to give up the Ne- 
therlands, nor will Sardinia, Savoy, aud the county of 
Nice. 

Should the expe&ed peace not be concluded, it is faid, 
that our court is promifed very powerful aid from Rutflia 
in the enfuing fpring. England has likewile promiled 
néw fupplies of money for our army on the Rhine, 

PARIS, December go. 

The intelligence of a fufpenfion of hofilities upon the 
Rhine, between the French and Auftrian armies, is con- 
firmed. 

Louvet, whoa few days ago ftated, that Barthelemi 
had been recalled, has declared today, that the iptelligence 
ig not true, So much the beiter, if there remains any 
Lopes of peace this winter, there is no perfon more proper 
to accellerate it than Barthelemi, who enjoys throughout 
Europe the higheft character.
